Shoe Rationing To End Soon, 


WPB Assures Victory-Happy U. 5.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(UP) 
Shoe rationing is expected to end 
in two months at the outside and 
may be lifted within two weeks, it 
was disclosed tonight. 

This prospect that still another 
civilian necessity soon may drop 


from the ration list came as the 
nation enjoyed its first day of un- 
restricted Sunday driving since 
early in the war. “Fill ’er up” was 
the watchword as hundreds of 
thousands motored to _ beaches, 
mountains and other long-unat- 
tainable retre@ats. 

Highways were jammed for the 
first time in three years. 

A survey of War Production 
Board and OPA officials showed 
that the end of shoe rationing is 
not far off. Completion of supply 
and production statistics apparent- 
ly is the only thing delaying it. As 
one WPB official said: 

“It’s no pleasure to ration shoes

‘when everything else is going off 
the ration list.”

Is the Valor 
Of Man at an End? 


It is said of the Spartan king, Arckidamus, 
that when 2,000 years ago he saw a dart thrown 
by a machine brought from Italy, he cried out: 


the valor of man is at an end!” 

He was not the first such prophet. Many since have cried out 
that the day of the foot soldier was at an end. Many centuries 
have passed. In the first World War, when gas was loosed, men 
said, “This is the end of the foot soldier.” 

When this World War came with its tremendous earth-shatter- 
ing bombs, men said, “This is the end of the infantryman with his 
rifle and his bayonet to stick in the guts of his enemy.” 

But man is tough. He dug holes. He kept his head down. And 
when the bombing was done he sat up, dazed and hurt, but still 
able to fire his rifle, to man the machinegun, to go forward in a 
charge, throwing grenades. 

Muddy, unshaved, hungry. tired, dirty, “bomb-happy,” he was 
not a personable figure, yet somehow you understood what the 
old scribes meant when they said God had made man and set him 
only a little below the angels. 

In the final analysis, it was he with his rifle and his bayonet 
to stick in his enemy’s guts that decided the issue. The bombs, 
even though they made them bigger and bigger and crammed into 
them more and more explosives, couldn’t do the job. 

It was the foot-slogging Gl, “Genera)] Issue” Joe, who had to 
walk, crawl, run—get there somehow—and hold the land, 

Let us take out a moment to cheer him—to say that all the 
others were good and true and brave— 

But this dirty, weary man—the GI Joe or Marine with the rifle 
who came out of the landing craft to slog over land, take it, to 
burrow into it, to crouch or lie in mud under bombs and sheils, to 
get up and shoot and go og—to him goes the greatest credit. 


“Oh, Hercules, 


Atomizer Now, it is 1945. The crew of a lone Flying Fortress 

looses a bomb over the Japanese city of Hiroshima. 
They watch it go down. They see it explode. They fee! their plane, 
10 miles away, tossed and slapped about by the blast of hot air. 

With awed faces they see the great billowing, mushrooming 
smoke and flame and debris. 

“Good God,” they say, expressing profanity and reverence in 
the one phrase. 

The world’s first atomic bomb had fallen. 

For four and a half miles it seared the earth, burning all things 
living. It fused the sand into molten glass. It sucked air out of 
deep dugouts and then burned them out with the following blast. 
It destroyed buildings in an instant. It burned bodies, trees, grass. 
it made paved streets bubble. 


“The atomizer” has come. 
the first obsolete. 
And what of the foot soldier now? Is his time come? 


It may be much too early to say, as it was too early for the 
Spartan king. God knows the man at arms still retains his honor, 
his valor and his dignity. 

But there are signs his uses in the future may be less. 


The second such bomb to fall made 


: Artillery, airplanes, bombs did not displace 
Mechanization him. But the arrival of the robot bomb and 


the rocket bomb was something else. 

They said to the students of war, “Have you not seen what is 
happening? Have you not seen that William Tecumseh Sherman, 
going from Atlanta to the sea: and Phil Sheridan leaving the Shen 
andoah valley so barren a crow had to carry rations crossing it, 
were your pioneers? 

As this war cioses out we see that war has become less and less 
a matter of fighting, and more and more a: process of scientific, 
raw, naked destruction. 

The atomic bomb comes late into the picture. 

One bomb—with one pound of the new matter in a bomb. and 
with some 99 pounds of machinery about it to set it off—does the 
work of destruction of 2,000 bombing planes. 

And this bomb. despite its magnificent and complicated me- 
chanics, out of the best minds in the world, is still a crude bomb, 
as was Edison's first electric globe, or the first phonograph, the 
Wright brothers’ first plane at Kitty Hawk. 

Already we build more powerful ones. 

It is an easy matter now to build rockets to fire from here to 
Europe—or from there here, 

So, what of the future? 

Will destruction be enough—as we now demonstrate with Japan?” 

Or will the foot soldier be there in the next war (which God 
forbid we shall know), coming up when the bomb has fallen to 
go forward with his rifle and bayonet? 

Somehow I think not. I prefer to remember, and honor, him 
as he was in this—the last great war for the man at arms.

In the bigger next town, we strewed sawdust on the cement 
floor of an open public garage; a band played. and nearly every- 
body danced, and sang. Only some did not sing: they came and 
joined in the celebration, too, but their faces looked drawn. and 
there were tears in their eyes, for the seven gold stars in the banner 
that flies over Main street. Everybody noticed. but pretended not 
to, happy that there will be no more gold stars. and sad. too. 

Next day was a holiday and all the stores were closed. It was 
a brilliant day, but there was no one in the fields, even to bring 
in the hay. There was a strange emptiness everywhere. This was 
the first day of peace. 


That is the first feeling of 


Relief, Joy and Emptiness sends Raliet ee, ae 
tiness. The war has filled all our lives. It has been a goal. We 
have all known what we were up to, and where we were going. 

We could see ahead—see and foresee. A columnist, for instance, 
could foresee, with apprehension, in 1936, with certainty in 1938, 
the war; that it would involve us; and that fully mobilized. we 
would win. So -huge an apprehension, so full a realization, filled 
the mind, everything fell aside from it as of minor importance. It 
was the idee fixe—and there is security in an idee fixe, as well 
as a touch of madness. 

We are now in the neurotic crisis that follows the loss of an 
idee fixe. Where now is the center of all our strivings? We have 
the victory, but no blueprint comes with it. We got along vefore 
the war, so can’t we go back to where we started? That is the first 
impulse, expressed in the homeliest things: Gasoline, for pleasure 
driving, for instance. ‘“Normalcy” and freedom. But what has 
happened has happened. Things are not what they were, and 
people are not what they were. 


How to Reconvert? My reaction to the first: day of peace 

was-to pick a novel from my library, 
to “get away from politics.” and enjoy what I “used to enjoy.” 
I started six novels, and laid them all down. They had been good: 
they are good; but they belong to another time. I asked myself: 
Why has no one written a novel for our times? 

But who has a perspective on our times? We are in them: but 
not in full consciousness. So journalism becomes only reporting. aft 
registers nostaglia or chaos, or flees into mysticism: nothing reaily 
“gives satisfaction,” which is the security of a culture.

The emptiness then was visible.

uninhabited unknown, and the pioneer filled it with himself Che 
present unknown is full of people, interests, a system, a tradition. 
And the problem is how much of them carry into the unknown. 
There is a new chapter, but it is not the first chapter, nor the 
second. Every great novel is a record of character development. 
The history of great civilizations is the history ©f development in 
character, when a civilization falls out of its character, it does not 
go on to something new; it ends. 

Times of great crisis—such as the one we are in—are thus not 
overcome by a break with oneself; one becomes, in order to meet 
them, more of oneself than ever: but being more of oneself means, 
also, growth, change, while keeping one’s feet on the ground.

WASHINGTON—Just a few ar- 
ticles back, I wrote that we must 
be prepared to sort of make allow- 
ances for the actions of some peo- 
ple we meet when we leave the 
service and get back to civilian | 
life.

Now the American Veterans of 
World War II, with the co-opera- 
tion of several lleges and uni- 
versities, has completed a survey 
of vets attending those schools. As 
a result, the AVETS want to 
know who started the idea that 
the veteran would inevitably be 
maladjusted. 

Why did so many get the idea 
the ex-service man would have - 
go through a nasty mental fig 
to get himself used to oe 
life? It’s too bad a release from 
the AVETS didn’t get around 
widely, because it points to a 
point. 

It approaches along this line. 
We had scarcely got into the war 
when folks began to discuss the 
difficulties the poor boys in the 
service would meet when they 
came back home. Everyone start- 
ed by assuming the veteran would 
be a problem and then went on 
from that assumption. 

So repetition of this screwy 
idea — nothing more than a 
dreamed-up theory—began to be 
accepted as a fact. It seemed 
simple to say that distressing 
physical and emotional experi- 
ences tend to throw a person off
